The Italian government has just fin­ 
ished one of the most im portant engi­ 
neering works of modern days in the 
construction of an immense aqueduct 
Which carrier the w aters of the Sele 
river—normally flowing west from the 
Apennines to the Tyrrhenian sea—to 
the city of Bari, on the Adriatic. 
Ttie eastern part of southern Italy 
sadly lacked water, while the western 
part had far more than it needed. 
The River Sele was selected as that 
which -could best be spared. 
It rises 
124 miles from Bart, and the whole 
range of the lofty Apennines are in 
between. 
It was necessary to bore 
60 m iles of tunnel, m ostly through 
granite, to build between four and 
five miles of aqueducts and to instal! 
between 47 and 48 miles of metallic 
double siphons. 
T he ma n aqueduct 
ms 132 miles long, and from it branch 
off 1.000 miles of canals thin distribute 
to the villages of Apulia I be 120.000,- 
00(*.! gallons of w ater that are defli cted 
every day from the w estern to the 
eastern shores of the country. 
More than 150 reservoirs, most of 
them carved out of solid rock, store 
up more than five million cubic feet 
of w ater at intervals along th e aque­ 
duct to provide against accidents that 
m ay m ake repairs necessary.

seventeen tow ns situated at

higher than the aqueduct receive the 
w ater by » e< ns of elevators.

off 1.000 m iles of canals tout distribute 
to the villages of Apulia live 120,000,- 
00(*< gallons of w ater that are defl* cted 
every day Dom the western to the 
eastern shores of the country. 
More than 150 reservoirs, most of 
them carved out of solid rock, store 
up more th an five million cubic feet 
of water at intervals along the aque­ 
duct to provide against accidents that 
m ay make repairs necessary.

Most Rapid Photographs Ever T 
The most remarkable set of 
photographs ever taken are a p; 
the war department s exhibit 
ii 
chinery Hall at Dm Panama-Paci 
ternational Exposition, San Fran 
They are pictures ot a shell from a 12- 
inch coast defense gun in tiigiit, tho 
set including the various phases ut 
the flight beginning just as the great 
projectile pokes its nose out of tile 
muzzle of the gun. 
The pictures 
were taken 
with a 
lens having an exposure period of 
one five-thousandth of a second, this 
being the fastest shutter ever m anu­ 
factured. 
The exposure at the proper 
time in the flight of the projectile 
was made by breaking an electric cir­ 
cuit. in a wire stretched across the 
trajectory at the desired point and 
connecting with the shutter. 
One picture shows the shell half­ 
way out of the muzzle before any 
smoke and gas has escaped.

WARFARE AGAINST THE RAT 


New Orleans Has Comprehensive Sys­ 
tem for Elimination of Man­ 
kind’s Enemy. 


The searchlights now used at th# 
front are not only extremely powerful 
but they are mounted on swift motor 
cars, so that they can be moved to 
any desired point at night as quick­ 
ly as possible, Pearson's Weekly says. 
These searchlights, too, are mount­ 
ed 
on 
portable collapsible 
towers 
which can be run up a height of 30 
feet or so very quickly. 
The light is, 
as a rule, worked bv an observer w’ho 
is at least a hundred yards away from 
it. so that he is pretty safe from be­ 
ing hit by the rain of shells which 
are *<l\vays turned on to these lights 
passage OI enabling »< 
i 
' bears directly upon t h 
by the enemy. 
The towers are run un by means 
of compressed air carried in cylin­ 
ders on motor oars, which also carry 
the electrical apparatus for working 
tim light. 
XII th- movements, verti­ 
cal as well as horizontal, are controlled 
by a long cable. 
These 
searchlights. 
which 
are 
much more powerful than those used 
in any other war, will pick up a Zep­ 
pelin, no matter what height it has 
risen to. 
They carry, indeed, to a 
distance of six 
miles, though 
for 
picking out soldiers the nearer the 
better, not only because they show 
them up more clearly, but because the 
light dazzles the eyes and throws the 
men into confusion.

‘'Ordinances designed to handle the 
situation provide that all buildings 
which rest upon the ground shall hava 
concrete floors and every structure 
shall be proofed against rats. Other 
ordinances abolish henhouses within 
the city limits, excepting when they 
are 
thoroughly 
rat-proofed; 
make 
stringent rulings concerning the dis­ 
posal of garbage, and subject ship­ 
ping in the harbor to binding regula­ 
tions intended to prevent rats from 
landing from boats 
docked at the 
wharves. It is planned that ships shall 
lie eight feet from the w harves, have 
all hawsers fitted with rat guards and 
have a guard at the gangplanks when­ 
ever they are lowered."
